Adolph and Labor 

Adolph Hitler wiped organized 
labor off the face of Germany but 
he has not rendered it extinct. 

This was revealed to 
the executive council of 
the American Federation 
of Labor last week at its 
sessions in Miami by 
Frederick Stampfer, for- 
mer Berlin editor and 
member of the Reich- 
stag who is now an exile 
from his native land because of his 
connection with the German trade- 
union movement. 


Mr, Stampfer told about the dark 
days of the nazi putsch when union 
offices were raided, their property 
and records confiscated and their 
leaders dragged off into concentra- 
tion camps where they were exe- 
cuted immediately or condemned 
to a slow death by brutal forts of 
torture. 


But some of the men escaped and 
today they are carrying on their 
work from Paris, from Copen- 
hagen, from Switzerland and other 
havens safe from 
ing arm. They are spreading the 
truth about labor conditions in 
Germany—the pitifully low wages, 
the insufferably long hours and the 
forced labor which German work- 
ers are compelled to endure under 
the nazi regime. 

« 
Truth Being Spread 

Mr. Stampfer, who is conducting 
such information work in_ this 
country in behalf of the German 
trade-union movement, also re- 
vealed that the truth is quietly be- 
ing spread among the workers in 
Germany to confound Hitler’s ly- 
ing propaganda. He appealed for 
the aid of the American trade- 
union movement, as represented by 
the American Federation of Labor, 
in this campaign. It was quickly 
assured. The council instructed 
President Green to issue a call to 
all American Federation of Labor 
unions to contribute to this worthy 
cause, 


* 
Can It Happen Here? 


It would seem that conditions 
which prevail in Germany and 
other totalitarian states could never 
happen in this country. But there 
are signs that this may be a some- 
what over-confident attitude. The 
executive council issued a solemn 
warning last week that the present 
policy of the department of justice 
in invoking the anti-trust laws 
against American Federation of 
Labor unions is a step in the di- 
rection of government control of} 
organized labor. 

The council pointed out that the! 
Clayton act which was adopted in 
1914 clearly exempted farm and 
labor organizations from the provi- 
sions of the anti-trust laws. Yet in 
the last few months the depart- 
ment of justice has obtained twelve 
indictments against thirty-five Am- 
erican Federation of Labor unions 
charging violation of the anti-trust 
laws. 

* 
Personal Specifications 

In the council’s statement it was 
explained that Mr. Thurman Ar- 
nold, the assistant attorney general 
who is in charge of the prosecu- 
tions, is attempting to define what 
are and what are not the legiti- 
mate functions of a labor union 
and is seeking to make unions con- 
form to his personal specifications. 

If he is permitted to get away 
with this arbitrary and high-hand- 


ed game, how far off is govern- 
ment control of unions? 


“Fortunately, however, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is pow- 
erfully equipped to resist Mr. Ar- 
nold’s efforts to place organized 
labor under the thumb of the fed- 
eral government. The council an- 
nounced the issues involved will be 
carried to the highest court of the 
land and if the supreme court's 
ruling is adverse, congress will be 
asked to amend the anti-trust laws 
again.

Hitler’s aveng-} 


Legal Juggling 

It is amazing how tricky lawyers 
can twist and misinterpret simple 
declarative English. The Clayton 
act was passed in 1914 at the in- 
sistence of organized labor because 
the courts had seen fit to permit 
prosecution of labor under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Congres- 
sional committees consulted with 
Samuel Gompers and his asso- 
ciates. They deliberated together 
and chose language which seemed 
perfectly clear even to a layman. 
They drafted a law which declared 
that the labor of human beings is 
not a commodity and which pro- 
vided in so many words that the 
anti-trust laws did not apply and 
must not be applied to labor and 
farm organizations. They thought 
their work well done and when the 
Clayton act was overwhelmingly 
adopted by congress and signed by 
the president, Gompers hailed it as 
the “Magna Carta” of labor. Yet 
look what the lawyers are doing 
with it today!” ‘

CIO Masterminds 

If this were a sincere move by 
the department of justice, the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor might 
be less resentful. But there is no 
question of doubt that the whole 
campaign was inspired by some of 
the CIO “masterminds” with the 
aid and assistance of fellow trav- 
elers in the administration. 

As the executive council said, it 
is noteworthy that all of the indict- 
ments to date are against A. F. of 
L. unions. Not a single CIO union 
was investigated or indicted de- 
spite the sit-dqwn strikes, the stay- 
in strikes, the quickies and the 
seizure of cities by red-controiled 
CIO unions. During all that time 
the department of justice never in- 
tervened.

Exhibitors from all parts of Cali- 
fornia and various eastern states 
have taken exhibit space or made 
inquiries, and there is a strong 
tendency toward operative exhibits, 
in which union workers will show 
the public how units of various in- 
dustries actually work, Rotell said. 


totell has issued a warning to all 
trade unionists and potential ex- 
hibitors to be on the lookout for 
“racketeering solicitors’ who are 
attempting to “cash in” on the 
show. 

“This event is a non-profit 
one, sponsored and managed by 
labor, and only accredited rep- 
resentatives of the exhibition, 
with proper credentials, should 
be received,” Rotell said. “We 
request that reports be made 
at once of any promoters at- 
tempting to sell exhibit space 
or solicit subscriptions for this 
show who do not show such 
credentials. We have no such 
racketeers or promoters con- 
nected with it.” 


“The object of the exhibition, 
or one of them at least, is to 
educate the public to buy Am- 
erican merchandise and serv- 
vices backed by American tabor, 
and we will have a first class 
program of organized enter- 
tainers from the radio, stage 
and screen,” he said.

Head of Plumbers 
And Steam Fitters 
Dies Suddenly 


John Coefield, president of the 
united association of plumbers and 
steam fitters, and a member of the 
A. F. of L. executive council, died 
in his sleep at his home in Wash- 
ington early last Thursday. He was 
70 years old. 

Coefield had been ill for more 
than a month. He collapsed on a 
street in Manhattan the night of} 
December 31 after attending a din- 
ner in honor of George Meany, new 
A. F. of L. secretary. 

One of labor’s veteran leaders, 
Coefield devoted nearly a half cen- 
tury to union activities. 

One of his big achievements for 
his own craft was the negotiation 
in 1930 of a national agreement 
with the master plumbers’ associa- 
tion, which was declared to be the 
first pact establishing the 40-hour 
week on a nationwide scale. 

Coefield is survived by his widow 
and two daughters.

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Needy Problem Unsolved 


Warning to “Economy” Shouters 


That a tragic mistake is being made in slashing relief funds 
in the belief that the recovery movement will take care of the 
jobless was again emphasized this week by Colonel Francis C. 
Harrington, WPA commissioner. In a sharp warning to con- 
gress, Harrington declared that those who hold to this opinion 
are hugging a delusion. 

“While industrial activity during December reached the 
highest level on record—~even above that in the ‘prosperity’ 
period of 1929,” Harrington said, ‘there was no corresponding 
abatement in the pressure on the relief and unemployment 
problems.” 


On the contrary, he added, there was increased pressure | 
upon local relief and WPA offices for assistance to the desti- 
tute and unemployed. 

“While this paradox of high industrial activity accompanied 
by a great demand for relief appears confusing,” Harrington 
asserted, “it is not difficult to understand when all the factors 
are known. 

“In the first place, more and more persons are seeking jobs 
each year. Since 1929, 6,000,000 have been added to the na- 
tion’s working force. 

“Fewer and fewer men are needed to produce the same 


quantity of goods than were required a decade, or even five 
years ago. ‘he machine is steadily displacing men. 

“A great many of those currently employed are working on 
a part-time basis, The setup in production, to an important de- 
gree, has meant the return of workers already on payrolls to 
full-time schedules rather than the employment of any great 
numbers of new workers, ' 

“These factors are necessary to an understanding why relief 
needs do not decline as much as_ business activity improves. 
They lead to the inevitable conclusion that we must continue a 
substantial program of aid to the unemployed until such time as 
domestic activity increases to levels above any heretofore seen.” 


Midéricans Youth and the “Reds” - 


Even Mrs. Roosevelt can be wrong. Generally she ap- 
proaches a problem of human welfare with a sympathy and an 
understanding worthy of the highest praise. 

But she permitted the spirit of liberalism to carry her into 
dangerous waters this week when she publicly approved the de- 
cision of the American Youth congress to admit to its ranks an 
organization which flaunts the fact that it is communistic. 

Americanism and communism simply don’t mix. The same is 
true of Americanism and naziism and fascism. All three of these 
totalitarian “isms” seek the destruction of democracy. How any 
organization calling itself ‘‘American” can seek or retain fellow- 
ship with any of these groups is, frankly, beyond our under- 
standing. 

Mrs. Roosevelt says we have no right to ask the American 
youth congress to exclude communists so long as we tolerate 
communists in this country. That’s a weak argument. As Mrs. 
Roosevelt knows, there are many reasons why communists are 
tolerated in this country, but it’s quite a different thing to wel- 
come them to the council chamber where American boys and 
girls seek advice and guidance. 


And now comes the soil expert for the government who tells 
us the earth worm is the farmer’s best friend. Politicians will 
resent this, no doubt. 


Just think—a whole year from now all this talk about third 
term will have gone with the wind. It will then either be fourth 
term talk, or history.

Use of Word “Unfair” Not 
Libelous Says State Attorney 


Decision Handed Down in Five Year Old Case 
Is Important to Organized Labor; New Trial 


To Be Set at Later Date 


Use of the words “unfair to organized labor” are not libelous 
for damages. Members of a union cannot be held liable as co- 


conspirators in damage action 
the case. 

These were highlights of one 
cisions in California labor re- 
lations, handed down recently 
by Superior Judge Hilliard 
Comstock of Sonoma county 
in a five-year-old case fought 
by counsel for the California State | 
Federation of Labor.

Anti-Trust Curbs 
On Unions Scored 


American Federation of 
Labor Spokesman Declares 
Assistant General Arnold’s 
Crusade Has Earmarks of 
Political Prosecutions 


Francis P. Fenton, director 
of organization for the Amer- 


ican Federation of Labor, de- 
clared in an address before the 
Fordham university labor law 
congress in New York that the 
Sherman anti-trust act never was 
intended to apply to labor unions 
and that the federal investigation 
of unions under Assistant Attorney 
General Thurman Arnold “has all 
the earmarks of prosecution for 
political objectives instead of for 
the furthering of social welfare.” 

In addition, Mr. Fenton assailed 
the ‘despotic and cruel” attitude of 
some employers and asserted that 
organized labor was the only fac- 
tor that could “protect the con- 
tinual existence of the capitalistic 
system as we know it.” 

Taking for his subject “Labor 
Law and It’s Bearing on Democ- 
racy,” Mr. Fenton recalled that 
when the Sherman act was passed 
the late Samuel Gompers, then 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, appealed to senators 
to write in a provision expressly 
excluding unions from the applica- 
tion of the law. But senators told 
Mr. Gompers, Fenton contended, 
that this was not necessary, as it 
was not the purpose of the law to 
apply to unions. 


Now, Mr. Fenton sard, comes the 
proposal “to reform trade and la- 
bor practices in industry by prose- 
cuting under anti-trust laws.” He 
declared that it would be a “dan- 
gerous' precedent” to _ establish 
“identical treatment for unions and 
economic trusts or monopolies.” 


“There are complete and ade- 
quate remedies in law to pun- 
ish the criminals in industry,” 
he asserted. “The punishment 
of crime and other misdeeds 
is not the way to improve 
standards of fair trade or labor 
practices. That is the function 
of self-government in industry. 
Nor is the anti-trust division 
of the department of justice a 
proper agency to determine rel- 
ative methods of efficiency in 
production.” 

In the introduction of his address 
Mr. Fenton condemned in strong 
terms the attitude of some employ- 
ers who, he charged, would like to 
see employes remain in the status 
of “vassals.” The American worker 
wants no part of communism, he| 
asserted, but capital must realize| 
the importance of coming to an un- 
derstanding with labor.

Attorneys Clarence and Henry 
Todd argued for a new trial on the 
grounds that damages were exces- 
sive, that evidence was insufficient 
to justify the verdict and judg- 
ment, that the verdict and judg- 
ment are contrary to law, and that 
the court erred in admitting cer- 
ain testimony and giving certain 
instructions to the jury. 


Judge Comstock’s decision grant- 
ing a new trial reviews the grounds 
argued by the federation attorneys, 
and in his nine-page order the 
court discussed the case in detail. 
Important among the observations 
are paragraphs relating to use of 
the words “unfair to organized la- 
bor,” in connection with which 
Judge Comstock wrote: 


“No presumption of legal in- 
jury would flew from an accu- 
sation that one was ‘unfair to 
organized labor’, or words of 
similar import. To put it other- 
wise, damage would not natur- 
ally and necessarily result from 
their use. Hence, the words 
themselves could not be the 
subject of general damages.” 
The jury award involved twenty- 

three defendants, including offi- 
cers and members of the labor 
council, and the barbers’ union. In 
referring to arguments of the fed- 
eration counsel in behalf of the de- 
fendants, Judge Comstock wrote: 

“Defendants further argue that 
the award of $3,500 punitive dam- 
ages cannot be sustained because 
it is levied upon all of the defen- 
dants without proof that each of 
them was actuated by malice in 
fact or participated in any act of 
oppression or fraud against the 
plaintiff.” 

In support of his decision on the 
point, he wrote: 

“The case stands as one 
where punitive damages should 
not have been assessed against 
all. Mere suspicion or conjec- 
ture upon the part of the jury 
that every member of the union 
or every defendant barber may 
or should have known what 
was being done to Libby is not 
sufficient to base a_ verdict 
upon.” 

Continuing on the subject, after 
legal citations, he said: 

“Because of the joint and sev- 
eral natures of the judgment it 
may, if allowed to stand, be en- 
forced against all or any of the de- 
fendants. 

“A grave injustice would result, 
possibly the complete financial

Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary

The paint makers’ union asked 
for negotiations. Our employer 
representatives said that if we 
wished to discuss the “union shop” 
or “wage increases” or “paid vaca- 
tion” or “seniority rights” their 
answer was “no”. 

The paint makers’ union asked 
for arbitration. Again, and em- 
phatically so, “no” was the answer. 


Is the innocent man afraid of the 
judge? Are the honest afraid of 
dying? Need the ball player who 
slides safely into home be afraid 
of the “ump’s” decision? ’Tis only 
the guilty, the dishonest, the 
wrong, who shrink from exposure 
and justice, 


With KOPKE 


A year ago the paint makers ap- 
pointed a committee to study and 
investigate all pertaining facts 
connected with the paint manufac- 
turing industry. Rail rates, raw 
material centers, shipping costs, 
paint distribution centers, produc- 
tion costs, the standard as well as 
the cost of living, company profits, 
all were closely studied. Charts and 
graphs were utilized. After several 
months, the committee reported to 
the union that it was their belief 
that a 10 per cent raise was in or- 
der. This the union asked, and has 
been asking since last May, 1939. 

The employers said “no”, no 
raise! We can’t afford it! Condi- 
tions are going to be worse. Our 
profits won’t warrant it. What 
about the poor stockholders? 


And so the union, feeling that 
perhaps they might be wrong in 
their statistical calculations, and 
having much concern indeed for 
the stockholders, offered this sug- 
gestion. Inasmuch as not a single 
member of the paint makers’ union 
would feel justified in getting a 
raise when his company was losing 
money or making _ insufficient 
profit to pay it, we will adopt the 
old wage scale. At the end of the 
fiscal year, when the earnings re- 
ports are established, we shall de- 
termine whether the employers 
were right in figuring no increased 
profits or whether the union was 
right. And then, using the good 
year of 1938 as a basis we would 
figure out whether or not an in- 
creased profit, mind you, over 1938 
was made in 1939. If none realized, 
the wages remain as in old agree- 
ment. If, however, a per cent in- 
creased profit was realized in 1939 
over 1938, that same profit would 
determine the per cent raise, and 
back wages would be paid accord- 
ingly. Again, although the employ- 
ers stated they were sure of no in- 
creased profits, they said ‘no.” 

Now that we are able to get a| 
positive line on paint sales and 
profits in 1939, let’s see who was 
right. Here’s an example, based on 
the reports of a medium sized con- 
cern: 

“The report of General Paint 
corporation for the fiscal year end- 
ed November 30, 1939, shows a con- 
solidated net profit of $433,349 after 
all prior charges, equal to $1.31 a 
share of 169,418 common _ shares 
after preferred dividend require- 
ments. This compares with a net 
profit of $275,889 in the preceding 
fiscal year, equal to 36 cents a 
share on the same number of com- 
mon shares.” 

It is fairly estimated that the 
cost of living has jumped around 
10 per cent, perhaps slightly less 
since May of 1939. To my way of 
thinking, if a 10 per cent raise was 
justified in May, 1939 (as reports} 
have proven), then a 20 per cent 
raise is justifiable now that living 
costs have risen. 

When negotiations are stymied, 
arbitration is refused, what 
is left? Is the union satisfied to 
take it on the chin? Are we willing 
to accept the employers’ ultimatum 
which virtually means no wage in- 
crease, no union shop, no strict 
seniority rights, no paid vacation 
clause in the agreement? Or are 
we willing to sacrifice for and 
fight for these vital points which 
everyone of us feels should be, hon- 
estly and justly, our rights?

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Sentences ranging from 30 days 
to eight months in prison were 
meted out this week to 14 Minne- 
apolis WPA strikers by Federal 
Judge Matthew M. Joyce. Three 
others were freed, but. placed on 
probation for a year and one-half. 

The 17, atong with 15 others, had 
been convicted by hand-picked 
grand juries on “conspiracy” 
charges growing out of demonstra- 
tions in the mill city against WPA 
wage cuts imposed by- congress last 
summer. 

Highest terms, of eight months, 
were ordered by Judge Joyce for 
three strikers whom he termed 
ringleaders. Eleven others received 
from one month upward. 

Thinks Terms Too Long 

Minneapolis labor leaders were 
pleased that some of the defen- 
dants had been set free, or given 
low sentences. But they keenly re- 
sented tht lengthy terms handed 
out to others.
